The volume of call loans reported today is much larger than 
it was a year ago. 
But the bank funds which have been used 
for call loans have increased hardly at all. 
The increase has 
come largely from private fundt—from the savings of individuals 
and of corporations. 
These savings are quite different from bank credit. 
Bank 
credit is created by the joint acts of banks and borrowers. Control 
of the volume of such credit is a proper function of the Federal 
Reserve Board. 
Such control is necessary if the Board is to 
continue to prevent inflation of commodity prices. 
But control 
of private savings and the uses of savings are not necessary. 
Savings cannot cause inflation. 
For that reason Central Banks the world over never have 
been concerned over the increased fl*w °f capital into stock 
markets, as long as that capital represented savings. 
Quite the 
contrary. 
Such a flow of capital is, in fact, one of the best 
measures of the growth of real* wealth. 
The recent flow of private savings into the stock loan mar­ 
ket, over which the Reserve Board is concerned, was caused by 
the Board itself. 
For the Board deliberately sterilized our abund­ 
ant gold reserves and mopped up surplus funds as fast they be­ 
came available, thereby creating interest rates as high as 20 per 
cent on the safest and the mo$t liquid loans in the world, at the 
same time expressing fear that security prices were too high. 
No 
wonder so many people invested their savings in call loans rather 
than in securities.

But again, this has nothing «o do with monetary inflation.
